EDITORIAL 

OUR  GREAT  AMERICAN  HERITAGE 

“I  am  fortunate  to  be  an  American.  In  this  huge  world  of  ours, 
the  atom  known  as  the  American  way  of  life  radiates  from  a  single 
nucleus  containing  one  proton  and  one  neutron.  The  proton  is  free¬ 
dom,  the  neutron,  faith.  Though  wars  have  been  fought  and  blood 
shed  for  freedom,  it  no  longer  triggers  men’s  minds  and  stirs  the  fire 
in  their  souls  as  it  used  to.  Americans  have  the  unfortunate  habit  of 
taking  their  freedom  for  granted,  and  when  inner  turmoil  breaks 
loose  within  the  U.  S.,  everyone  puts  the  blame  on  the  “fools”  in 
office,  instead  of  where  it  really  belongs,  on  themselves.  Yet,  we 
cannot  forget  the  other  portion  of  the  nucleus,  without  which  Amer¬ 
ica  would  have  crumpled  long  ago.  The  faith  in  our  country  is  sus¬ 
tained  through  all  trials  and  hardships  and,  though  every  thing 
seems  to  have  failed,  we  try  once  more  because  of  undying  faith  in 
America,  our  way  of  life,  and  all  which  we  hold  sacred.  For  this  is 
what  our  great-grandparents  and  their  great-grandparents  fought 
for;  a  chance  to  survive  and  grow  up  in  the  light  of  liberty  as  one 
Nation,  under  God,  with  Liberty  and  Justice  for  All.” 

This  essay  by  Diana  DeLisle  ’64  denotes  the  two  basic  elements 
of  our  great  American  heritage — freedom  and  faith.  These  two  prin¬ 
ciples  formed  the  foundation  upon  which  our  forefathers  built  an 
indivisible,  democratic  nation.  Each  new  decade  has  brought  with 
it  new  inventions,  war  or  peace,  and  great  heroes.  But  even  with  the 
changing  times  the  love  for  freedom  has  endured  and  burns  today 
with  greater  glory  in  the  hearts  and  minds  of  men.  Today  we  are 
reaping  the  most  fruitful  harvest  that  Heaven  could  bestow  on  man¬ 
kind.

With  our  first  earthly  breath  we  inherited  a  life  of  freedom, 
and  this  freedom  has  grown  with  us  and  has  become  as  much  a  part 
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of  our  daily  existence  as  the  movement  of  our  limbs.  But  take  away 
this  freedom  and  faith  and,  like  a  mutilated  body,  we  are  lost  and 
shattered. 

Freedom  has  a  thousand  charms  to  show  that  slaves  of  dictator¬ 
ship  and  tyranny  will  never  come  to  know.  They  have  inherited  only 
the  sorrows,  trials,  and  searing  pain  of  enslavement  in  lands  filled 
with  shadows  and  silence.  All  they  can  cling  to  is  a  deep  faith  in 
freedom’s  holy  flame.  Their  unconquerable  souls  search  the  heavens 
for  just  a  glimpse  of  the  brightest  constellation — freedom.  To  the 
people  behind  the  Iron  Curtain  the  freedoms  of  speech,  religion,  and 
the  press  are  a  prize  to  be  treasured  above  all  material  wealth. 

If  we  would  stop  to  consider  more  often  the  true  significance  of 
our  heritage,  we  might  realize  that  we  possess  a  truly  blessed  gift. 
As  long  as  we  cherish  our  freedom,  we  have  an  undying  faith  in  God, 
hope  and  charity  for  our  fellow  man,  America  will  truly  remain  the 
“home  of  the  free  and  the  brave.”

A  TRIP  THROUGH  MASSACHUSETTS

Adventurous  Viking  explorers  roamed  the  coast  of  Massachusetts 
centuries  before  the  Mayflower  made  its  famous  voyage,  but  no  perm¬ 
anent  settlement  was  made  until  1620  at  Plymouth.  These  people 
set  up  a  democracy  in  America. 

Whenever  the  visitor  travels  in  Massachusetts,  history  comes 
alive.  Starting  from  Boston,  Americans  are  reminded  of  Paul  Revere 
when  they  visit  the  old  North  Church.  We  are  reminded  of  the  Rev¬ 
olution  at  the  sites  of  the  Boston  Massacre  and  the  Boston  Tea  Party, 
again  of  Bunker  Hill  monument,  that  towers  high  above  a  low  grassy 
hill.  At  Plymouth  the  Rock  of  the  Pilgrim  Fathers  brings  us  back  to 
the  beginning  of  our  history. 

A  visit  to  Massachusetts  is  like  a  stroll  through  the  years  of  the 
nations  growth.  From  the  sea  to  the  Berkshires  there  are  countless 
reminders  of  the  past,  in  architecture,  literature,  and  ways  of  living. 
Each  section  of  the  state  has  the  character  that  was  established  by 
the  settlers — Nantucket  of  the  whaling  capains,  Cambridge  of  Long¬ 
fellow,  and  Boston  where  art,  music,  literature,  and  education  began. 

Massachusetts  still  remains  the  center  of  culture  today.  The 
devotion  of  the  people  of  Massachusetts  to  the  arts,  literature  and 
education  is  seen  in  every  section  of  the  state.  Scores  of  museums 
and  libraries  preserve  the  state’s  own  history.  Schools  here  are  sur¬ 
passed  by  those  of  no  other  state. 

Many  believe,  and  rightly  so,  that  Massachusetts  represents 
much  of  the  finest  in  the  American  past,  its  present,  and  its  future.

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THE  LANGUAGE  LABORATORY 

The  latest  acquisition  of  the  French  Department  is  a  first  unit 
position  of  a  Language  Laboratory.  This  unit  is  a  direct  result  of 
Phase  A  of  the  language  project  submitted  to  the  NEDA  by  the 
French  Department.  If  Phase  B  is  also  approved,  earphones  and 
outlets  will  be  supplied  to  serve  15-20  students  working  at  the  same 
time  whether  in  classroom  or  in  study  room. 

Miss  Louise  Consoli  has  initiated  the  operation  of  the  Language 
Laboratory  Unit  by  recording  numerous  master  tapes.  These  include 
French  songs,  conversations,  narrations,  dictations,  grammar  drills 
and  cultural  and  social  aspects  of  French  life  recorded  directly  by 
Miss  Consoli  or  by  native  French  speakers.  A  selected  group  of  stu¬ 
dents  from  the  French  classes  has  been  designated  to  report  regularly 
to  the  “Language  Laboratory”  located  in  a  conference  room  of  the 
library.  These  students  may  utilize  the  laboratory  8  periods  a  day 
and  after  school.  Each  must  reserve  his  place  by  signing  a  schedule 
in  advance. 

After  observing  laboratories  in  operation  in  secondary  schools 
and  in  colleges,  Miss  Consoli  feels  that  some  of  the  following  achieve¬ 
ments  may  be  anticipated: 

1.  Students  fear  of  speaking  up  in  class  will  be  diminished. 

2.  Students  will  hear  in  the  privacy  of  the  unit  their  pronunciation 
and  grammatical  errors  in  direct  contrast  to  the  voice  on  the 
master  tape. 

3.  Opportunity  to  listen  to  a  foreign  language  in  addition  to  class 
time  will  be  increased  25%. 

4.  Motivation  and  interest  of  able  students  should  increase. 

5.  Fluency  in  speech  patterns  through  drill  repetition  in  the  Lab¬ 
oratory  will  enhance  oral  performance  in  class. 

6.  Fewer  distractions  and  greater  opportunity  for  concentration 
stem  directly  from  a  feeling  of  privacy  and  from  individual 
tutoring. 

Greater  nation-wide  interest  in  the  oral-aural  approach  of  a 
foreign  language  has  been  demonstrated  just  last  month  when  added 
to  the  regular  College  Board  Exams  in  French,  was  a  30  minute 
test  completely  in  French  on  tape  to  be  administered  to  students 
through  a  tape  recorder  while  students  tested  their  ability  to  com¬ 
prehend  by  entering  the  correct  answers  in  their  test  booklets.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  Language  Laboratory  will  contribute  much  to  this 
phase  of  a  student’s  language  study,  enabling  him  to  be  proficient 
in  all  its  requirements.
